OLD PEOPLE WARNED 
AGAINST FRAUD IN 
PENSION GROUPS 


An interim committee of 
the Legislature of Alabama 
in its report last week issued 
the following statement in 
regard to some of the “Old 
Age Pension” groups known 
to be operating throughout 
the state, 

(1) This committe has in- 
formation that there are or- 
ganizations in the — state 
selling or otherwise obtaining 
membership in said organi- 
zations by the promise or im- 
plied promise of enhancing 
their opportunity to obtain 
“Old Age Pensions.” 

(2) No dues ,fees or mem- 
bership in any organization 
gives an aged person any pre- 
ferred claim or preffered sta- 
tus for obtaining old age as- 
sistance from the Welfare 
Department and this commit- 
tee condems such exploita- 
tion of the old people in this 
state. 

(3) There is set up in each 
county in the state a County 
Welfare Department, operat- 
ed under the State Welfare 
Department. Any.person en- 
titled to assistance, or who 
beleves he or she is entitled 
to assistance, may apply or 
submit their claim without 
any cost whatever. 

(4) This committee has 
given careful study to the 
needs of old people and is 
convinced that more state 
and local money in needed to 
match Federal funds for the 
purpose of providing more 
adequately those now getting 
assistance and for others who 
ure in need of assistance. 

(5) This committee recog- 
nizes the right of any indivi- 
dual or group of individuals 
to join or formulate any or- 
ganization. However, this 
committee wishes to clearly 
state to the old people of Ala- 
bama that no special benefits 
or special consideration of 
their old age pension appli- 
cation can be expected from 
membership in such organi- 
zations.

Notice is hereby given that 
a Local Bill will be  intro- 
duced at the next session of 
the Legislature of Alabama 
that meets in May, 1947, the 
substance of which shall be 
as follows: 

A BILL TO BE 
ENTITLED AN ACT 
To prescribe the method of 
selecting the superintendent 
of education for Coffee Co-

BE IT ENACTED BY THE 
LEGISLATURE OF ALA- 
BAMA: 

1. A superintendent of ed- 
ucation for Coffee County 
shall be elected at the general 
election held in November, 
1948, and every four yeurs 
thereafter. The superinten- 
dent of education shall hold 
office for a term of four 
years, commencing July 1 
next succeeding his election. 
In the event a vacancy oc- 
curs in the office, the county 
board of education is author- 
ized to fill such vacancy for 
the unexpired term by ap- 
pointment. The salary of 
the superintendent of educa- 
tion shall be fixed by the 
county board of education. 

9. All laws in conflict with 
the pfovisions of this Act are 
repealed.

LESSON TEXT—I Kings 12:15, 12-15, 
19, 20, 

MEMORY SELECTION ~A man's pride 
shall bring n low; but he that is of a 
lowly spirit shall obtain honor,—Proverbs 
20:23, 


“He did evil, because he pre- 
pared not his heart to seek the 
Lord’—this is the divine epitome 
of the life of Rehoboam the king as 
given in II Chronicles 12:14, 

The destiny of the people hinged 
on the choices of their ruler, so they 
went down into confusion and sin 
because of his bad leadership. 

Here we have magnified anew the 
great importance of making right 
decisions for ourselves and for their 
influence on others. 

Life is full of choices, and the 
decisions we make determine our 
destiny both in this life and in the 
life to come, Since the great issues 
of our life may hinge on the sim- 
plest of choices, it is obvious that 
we need guidance at every point 
and in every moment of life. 

The picture before us is astonish- 
ingly up to date. People were cry- 
ing for relief from tax burdens. One 
group of leaders counseled modera- 
tion; another group said in effect, 
tax them all you can and keep on 
spending. The king, who in a mon 
archy had the final decree in his 
power, replied to the plea of the 
people with sareastic indifference 
to their need, and the ten tribes 
revolted. 

I. A Friendly Request (vv. 1-5). 


Governments exist for the people, 
no’ the people for the government, 
Political leaders seem to forget this 
axiom and begin to rule as though 
they need not listen to the reason- 
able pleas of the people. Tax bur- 
dens rise, regimentation of the life 
nation takes place, and 
sooner or later the people rise to 
overthrow the government, It hap- 


French Revolution; it brought an 
uprising of the serfs of Russia; it 


Rehoboam made at least . one 
wise decision—to wait three days 
before speaking and to seek coun- 
sel. He needed this, for having been 
brought up in the palace of Solomon 
without proper training for his 
place as king, he was quite unable 
to make immediate answer to their 
request. Incidentally, we note that 
much of the folly of Rehoboam is 
chargeable to the neglect of his 
father to rear him properly. May 
that terrible thing never be said 
about you and me regarding our 
children, 

Il, An Arrogant Refusal (vv. 12- 
15). 

The picture of the two groups of 
advisers is a most graphic one and 
should afford the teacher an excel- 
lent opportunity to show young 
people especially, how important it 
is to heed the counsel of their 
elders. Even so, youth stands today 
at the fork of the road. Let us in all 
kindness, love, and tact seel to help 
them choose the right way. 

Note the arrogance and pride of 
the young men and their king. They 
were not content to make a simple 
denial of the request. They did not 
have sense enough to temper the 
bitter disappointment of the people 
by an expression of regret. No, they 
had to use the foolish whip of caus- 
tic words and harsh judgments— 
what folly! Let us learn a needed 
lesson from their failure. 

II. The Inevitable Revolt 
19, 20). 


There is a limit to what men and 
women can bear—an end to their 
patience and their loyalty. 

People, long submissive,  ulti- 
mately come to the point where 
they think, and when they do, dicta- 
torial rulers tumble from their self- 
made thrones. Would that the 
people of the earth realized the 
power which they have and that 
they would use it for the glory of 
God, 

Rehoboam felt the power of the 
people who revolted, others have 
followed him, for it is still true in 
the world that the rulers ‘‘do evil’ 
because ‘“‘they prepare not their 
hearts to seek the Lord,” 

Rehoboam, who had awaited the 
arrival of this crucial hour in antici- 
pation of taking his place as the 
king of the ten tribes, was ready, 
and was at once chosen as the 
leader of those who withdrew from 
the rule of the house of David. 
Rehoboam’s sin brought this about, 
but it was also in the counsels of 
God (v.15). 

Is it not a comforting thought to 
recall that back of the confusion 
which men have created in their 
efforts to rule the world, God stands

Manufacturers’ prices in our dry goods line 
are too high! Prices have steadily advanced 
since June 30, 1946, when OPA was eliminated, 
, thereby contributing a large part toward the 15 
to 18 point rise in the cost of living index since 


that time. 


Why these increases when the financial 
statements for the year up to June 30, 1946, of 
practically all manufacturers showed profits ex- 
ceeding anything that they had ever experi- 
enced? These manufacturers have the golden 
goose’s neck on the chopping block and it is 
evident that they will finish the job and “Kill 
the goose that lays the golden egg” unless the 
general public intervenes and refuses to pay the 
inflated prices. : 

An official in a big corporation justified 
large increases in his prices since June, 1946, 
by “The company’s desire to accumulate a large 
reserve for the next depression,” and, according 
to their financial statement, they have made 
the largest profit in the history of the business 
during the year ending June, 1946. Excessive 
prices by this corporation, when joined by thous- 
ands of other corporations and individuals, will 
surely drain off the buying power of our people 


and then a depression will be inevitable. 


I witnessed the tumble of 1921 which was a 
preiude to the ratastrophe which began at the 
end of 1929. The year of 1921 broke thousands 
in our line as merchandise, overnight, broke to 
50 per cent of previous cost. This threw thous- 
ands out of employment, particularly in the 
South. Our people in the South were just over- 


coming this loss when 1929 arrived. 


Our economy cannot withstand another de- 
pression as we witnessed during the thirties; not 
with a national debt of $260,000,000,000.00. The 
$6,000,000,000.00 interest which we pay yearly 
on this national debt is twice the cost of our en- 
tire federal government for any one year prior 
to 1937, the war years of 1917-18 excepted. 


We have John L. Lewis in labor; we also 
have “money changers” in industry and business; 
and the will of these elements must not prevail 
if we are to fully enjoy the fruits of this great 


nation. 


Our present policy of 10 per cent allowance 
off all goods is our answer to today’s needs. We 
ave not the originators of this idea. Unless our 
neighbor's here and merchants in other areas join 
in similar moves, our little bit will have slight 


effect in relieving the inflated cost of living. 


United pressure upon the manufacturers will 
bring results and this must be accomplished if 
we and others are able to continue reduced prices. 

After expenses and taxes are paid, 3 to 5 
per cent net profit on sales is considered good 
in most merchandise lines. Any reduction of sales 
prices :elow these amounts means a loss and 
this can only be sustained for a limited time, un- 


less relief comes from the prime sources,

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Plans For School Buildings 


THE ELBA CLIPPER 


Complete; City Will Vote 
On New Tax May 20th 


Dr. A. R. Meadows, State 
Superintendent of Education, 
met with a group of Elba citi- 
zens here last Thursday night 
and discussed the school sit- 
uation in Elba and in the 
state. 

The state, according to Dr. 
Meadows is in immediate ur- 
gent need of $75,000,000 
worth of school buildings. 
Being unable to meet the en- 
tire needs, the state has al- 
located all available funds to 
the counties on a teacher- 
unit basis. This county’s al- 
lotment, plus funds on hand, 
mode a county building fund 
of $102,700. 

Most of Coffee County’s 
schools were rebuilt or re- 
modeled during the years 
1936 to 1989 under a lenient 
Federal Works Program, A 
new school for Elba was plan- 
ed, but before construction 
was started scarce materiels 
were diverted to the war ef- 
fort and the plan had to be 
postponed. 

In view of the fact that 
Elba is far behind the rest of 
the county in school buildings 
the County Department of 
Education has agreed to use 
the building fund for a new 
school here. Plans have been 
drawn up and passed by the 
State Department of Educa- 
tion for a new and modern 
14 room elementary school 
building and the addition of 
a library, science room, lunch 
room and gymnasium to the 
existing high school building. 
The estimated cost of these 
buildings is $200,000 to a 
quarter-million dollars. 

The County Board of Edu- 
cation, in addition to the sum 
already provided is willing to 
issue warrants for $30,000 if 
the city of Elba will raise 
$70,000 

The City Council, in an ef- 
fort to raise the $70,000 has 
proposed an additional five 
mill ad valorem tax within 
the city. This tax will be 
voted on by the citizens of 


Elba May 20. It is to start}, 


this year and will run 16 
years. The law is written so 
that the money derived from 
this tax absolutely cannot be 
used for any purpose other 
than payment on the school 
building. It amounts to only 
$5 per $1000 of the assessed 
value of property within the 
city limits of Elba. The total 
state, county and city tax we 


_ are now paying is 26 mills and 


the addition would be about 
one-fifth of the present tax, 
an average of $5 to $10 per 
taxpayer in Elba. If the tax 
is passed the city will issue 
bonds for the $70,000 and the 
county will issue warrants for 


$30,000 making a fund of 
$202,700 available for the 
building. 


The old school house has 
already been torn down, Pu- 
pils are attending classes in 
emergency classrooms set up 
at various points in the city. 
If the tax in not passed, there 
will be available only the 
$102,700 already provided, 
which isn’t nearly enough to 
complete the elementary 
school building alone. When 
this money is spent, con- 
struction will have to stop 
and the whole program will 
bog down leaving Elba with- 
out any kind of grammar 
school. 

No one can deny that a new 
school is necessary in Elba, 
and it is only fair that Elba 
should pay part of the cost. 
Although there are several 
grade schools and Junior 
High Schools feeding into the 
school here, the larger part 
are children from Elba fami- 
lies. The school records show 
that only 40 to 45 per cent 
of the students ride school 
buses. 

A new school will be an as- 
set to Elba in several differ- 
ent ways. The modern design 
of the building and the equip- 
ment planned are aids to 
teachers in giving our child- 
ren a better education. The 
high school will be able to 
offer a bigger and better pro- 
gfam than in the past. More 
teachers will be used when 
room is available. Two to} 
three additional teachers are 
expected as soon as rooms are 
provided. 

A good school is always a 
good drawing card for teach- 
ers as well as an invitation 
to new industries and new in- 
dividuals to settle in our com- 
munity.. It would also be a 
source of pride to every Elba 
citizen to realize that when 
it comes to education our 
children get the best. 

On May 20 the people of 
Elba will decide the fate of 
this program. Hach citizen is 
urged to carfully study the 
condition before casting his 
vote.

PROPOSED PIPELINE 
WOULD SERVE ELBIANS 
WIH NATURAL GAS 

A petition to build a $57,- 
$126,000 natural gas pipeline 
system in Georgia, Alabama, 
Florida ahd South Carolina 
has been filed by the United 
Gas Company, of Shreveport, 
Louisiana, last week with the 
Federal Power Commission in

The United States Dept. of 
Agriculture has announced 
that the farm price of 1947- 
crop farmers stock peanuts 
will be supported at 90 per 
cent of parity as of July 15, 
1947, the beginning of the 
marketing year. 

Prices will be supported by 
Commodity Credit loans and 
purchases, Purchase and loan 
values by types, sound ma- 
ture kernel content, and qual- 
ity, based on historical dif. 
ferences in value, will be an- 
nounced after the July parity 
has been determined, 

Loans will be availible to 
producers until January 31, 
1948. Purchases will be made 
trom producers until June 30, 
1948. Officials stated that 
purchases will be made only 
to maintain prices and to pro- 
vide markets. It is expected 
that purchases will be 
made through peanut grower 
cooperative associations lo- 
cated at Franklin, Va., Cam- 
illa, Georgia, and Gorman, 
Texas.
